PERSECUTION OF CHRISTIANS AT 
KISHNAGHUR, IN INDIA. 

It will be remembered by our readers,that, a short 
time ago very extensive awakening took place at 
Kishinaghur in Indiajunder the missionaries in con- 
nexion with the Church Missionary Society. The 
result has been, that there are computed to be 
more than five thousand native converts in that 
districtalone. Of late, however, a very alarming 
persecution has arisen, which is raging in that 
quarter. The followiag facts in connection with it, 
will be found interesting. They are extracted 
from a Calcutta newspaper : 

“ A poor Christian had been murdered by a large 
body of lathials, to be employed for 
that purpose by the Gomashta of a certain Va- 
keel attached to the court of the Judge; and 
these lathials, had been gathered together from 
several villages. ‘The case was investigated by 
the mayistrate, who having had strong

The 
deep distress of this poor woman continued about 
a week, when she received a clear sense of divine | 
merey, and was then overwhelmed by a view of | 
the riches of divine grace, as before she had been 
by a view of her sinfulness, and as much filled 
with joy, as before she had been with sorrow. 

The writer of this report, iaving, by invitation 
preached to the prisoners, was informed of these 
particulars by the matron, who added her testimo- | 
ny that nothing inthe conduct of the woman, had 
fora moment raised the slightest doubt in her 
mind, of the conversion being genuine. He was 
also allowed an interview withthe woman herself, 
and received from her in clear and simple lan- 
guage, asimilar statement of what the Lord had 
done for her soul.
